PORTUGUESE TIMOR - 

REACTION TO THE DRAFT WORKING PAPER ON PORTUGUESE TIMOR 
PRODUCED BY BENIN, GUYANA, PANAMA, TANZANIA AND PAKISTAN 
HAS INDICATED THAT A SATISFACTORY TEXT MAY BE ACHIEVABLE. 
INDONESIANS SAID THEY FIND IT "GENERALLY ACCEPTABLE" 

EXCEPT FOR OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 2 IN WHICH THEY WANT WORDS 
"IMMEDIATE AND UNCONDITIONAL" REPLACED BY "WITHOUT DELAY" 
OR "AS SOON AS POSSIBLE," AND THEY EXPECT THIS CAN BE 
ACHIEVED. PORTUGUESE COMMENTED TO US THAT THE DRAFT SHOULD 
"AT LEAST TO SOME SMALL DEGREE DEPLORE INDONESIA'S 
MILITARY ACTIONS." CHINESE, WHO APPEAR TO BE THE PRINCIPAL 
STUMBLING BLOCK, CONSIDER THE DRAFT "MUCH TO SOFT."

CONFERENCE. THEIR PAPER ALSO STATED THAT PREPARATION FOR 
A CONFERENCE COULD BE UNDERTAKEN IN STAGES, THROUGH BILATERAL

COMMITTEE ON NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS (NGO'S) - 

THE NGO COMMITTEE HELD A SPECIAL MEETING APRIL 15 TO CONSIDER 
APPLICATIONS FOR CONSULTATIVE STATUS FROM NGO'S WHICH HAD BEEN 
DEFERRED AT THE 1975 MEETING PENDING RECEIPT OF FURTHER 
INFORMATION. THE SOVIETS, JOINED BY CUBA. INTERVENED 
FREQUENTLY TO OPPOSE CATEGORY II STATUS FOR FIRST-TIME 
APPLICANTS, RAISING MINOR POINTS GEARED TO HARASS AND 
FRUSTRATE APPLICANT ORGANIZATIONS. HOWEVER, NEITHER SOVIETS 
NOR CUBANS OPPOSED REJECTION OF APPLICATION FROM INTERNATIONAL 
YOUTH CONFEDERATION, WHICH CLAIMED WIDE VARIETY OF ORGANIZATIONS, 
INCLUDING COMMUNIST YOUTH GROUPS IN CUBA, EAST EUROPE, 

LATIN AMERICA, AS WELL AS ASSOCIATION OF THE YOUNG OF THE 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY OF THE US. REPRESENTATIVES OF 
GHANA, FRANCE AND US POINTED OUT FALSE AND MISLEADING 
STATEMENTS IN THE APPLICATION, WHICH WAS SUBSEQUENTLY REJECTED. 
OTHER ORGANIZATIONS WERE ACCORDED STATUS AS FOLLOWS:
